brought him under suspicion 
from the Red hunters who de­ 
termined who could not work in 
the entertainment industry in 
the late 1940s. 
He had been a top star, but 
suddenly Robinson couldn’t find 
work. He spent his days amid 
his art collection: 
“ 1 would have my coffee and 
toast in the mornings with no­ 
where to go. nothing to do. idle­ 
ness hanging heavily upon me. 
and having no capacity to deal 
with it. I’d take a little feather 
brush and dust the Corot and 
the Dufy and straighten other 
pictures and wait for the phone 
to ring or the mail to come." 
The phone rang with crank 
calls, and the mail brought 
death threats and name-call­ 
ing—“ you dirty, filthy. Commu­ 
nist. Jew gangster." 
Robinson sought a hearing 
before the House Un-American 
Activities 
Committee, 
even 
though he believed “ it is em­ 
barrassing and boot-licking and 
sickening to me to have to say. 
‘No. I am not and have never 
been a member of the Commu­ 
nist party .. " 
He wasn’t called, and his film 
career ground to a halt. Final­ 
ly. Congressman Sam Yorty. 
later to be Los Angeles mayor, 
arranged an appearance before 
the committee, but the actor’s 
professions of innocence failed 
to stop the descent of his ca­ 
reer. He returned to the stage, 
then played second leads in B 
pictures.

But utility officials say they 
can’t judge how much of the 
drop was due to the generally 
higher temperatures and how- 
much resulted from Americans 
responding to ¡'resident Nixon’s 
Nov 8 appeal for energy sav­ 
ings 
.A spokesman for ('onsoli- 
dated Edison in New York ('ity 
said that for the weeks ended 
Nov. 4 and Nov. 11. electricity 
consumption was higher than 
during the same period in 1972 
The next two weeks showed a 
decline, however, both from the 
previous weeks and from the 
1972 figures. 
Con Ed spokesmen were re­ 
luctant to give a reason for the 
decline, citing weather, ptipu- 
lation growth and other vari­ 
ables that would affect the 
amount of electricity used 
.Milton .Musicus. chairman of 
the Mayor s Emergency Ener­ 
gy (.'ommittee. said, however: 
“We must have turned the tide. 
We’re not only cutting growth, 
but are making inroads into ac­ 
tual usage." 
Pacific Gas & Electric in San 
Francisco said that for the 
week 
ended 
Nov. 
24. con­ 
sumption was up 2.6 per cent 
over the figure a year ago. but 
was 10 4 per cent below what 
had been predicted 
Bill Conley of the New Eng­ 
land F'ower Exchange, whose 
44 member companies account 
for 95 per cent of all the elec­ 
tricity generated in New Eng­ 
land. said usage was estimated 
at four or five per cent below 
the forecast previously made 
for November 
“We believe that the de­ 
crease 
or a good portion of it 
— is due to conservation meas­ 
ures." he said. 
The Edison Electric Institute, 
which compiles nationwide sta­ 
tistics. confirmed 
that elec­ 
tricity u.sage declined during 
November, 
particularly 
near 
the end of the month. But the 
institute warned that its figures 
did not take into account vari­ 
ables like the weather and 
therefore said it could not draw 
any conclusions from the fig­ 
ures. 
Some utilities tried to take 
into account the w’eather when

stop taking them? The problem 
is I had cancer of the lung, or 
they thought it was. But. it has 
been in a standstill state for 
about 12 years One doctor said 
it was bronchitis. 


Dear Reader 
— It makes 
quite 
a 
bit 
of 
difference 
whether one has bronchitis or 
cancer of the lungs. And. since 
you have had the question of 
cancer of the lungs discussed 
with you. the possible diagnosis 
can't be much of a shock to you. 
So. I would think the first thing 
would be to find out just exactly 
what you really do have. Then 
the proper treatment can be 
given 
I would guess that the doctors 
believed you have a cancer that 
originated somewhere else in 
the body, the breast or female 
organs, and that was the reason 
for the male hormones. Maybe 
you 
just 
represent 
a 
very 
successful treatment. I would 
, certainly not advise you to stop 
the drugs without knowing with 
absolute certainty what your 
diagnosis 
is 
under 
these 
circumstances. For that reason. 
I must advise you to stay on the 
, treatment you have been on 
* until your doctors tells you 
. otherwise. Meanwhile. I would 
have a frank discussion with 
him and see if you can't get a 
t clear understanding of your 
I diagnosis. 
*

along the eastern edge of Mis­ 
souri to Boot Hill country in 
western Kansas are unanimous 
on one thing 
They will have no outside 
Christmas lights this year 
Most of these Joneses have 
lowered their thermostats to 68. 
a few to 64 There is some fud­ 
ging the other way in homes 
where tots play on the floor or 
oldsters make the excuse of 
thin blood 
Most of the Joneses are driv­ 
ing at 50 or under. A few are 
thinking about smaller cars and 
many already have them Most 
expect to reduce their driving 
The working Joneses travel an 
average of about 20 miles a day 
to and from their jobs, but 
there is no big push for car 
pools. 
Only a few Joneses are wor­ 
ried that the energy crisis is 
going to cut their jobs out from 
under them. 
A majority of the Joneses 
feel that the energy crisis is 
something which came on sud­ 
denly.

Trial dates for four persons charged with 
felonies were set Monday in Pettis County 
Circuit Court while two other persons 
appeared before Circuit Court Judge 
Meyer for sentencing 
James 
Paul Youngblood. 65. rural 
Lincoln, was sentenced to six months in the 
county jail and then placed on a year 
probation after he pleaded guilty to a 
misdemeanor bogus check charge. The 
charge was reduced from a felony Friday 
by Prosecuting Attorney Gary Fleming 
Youngblood was charged with issuing an 
insufficient funds check of $100 on Dec. 5 
to the Sedalia police department for 
payment of a traffic fine 
in another case. Judge Meyer suspended 
sentencing for Mrs. Mary Ann Hays, rural 
Clinton, who pleaded guilty Oct. 16 on a 
charge of obtaining a controlled substance 
by fraudulent means.

“In my view we must face the unpleasant 
reality and take the hardest step right now 
by establishing a system for rationing and 
allocating fuels of all kinds.” Eagleton 
said. 


“ It is an inescapable decision that will 
only become harder for its postponement,” 
Eagleton said 


he called his oil allocation amendment to 
a federal wage and price bill, “ the first 
direct effort to come to grips with our 
energy problems. ”

Heavv rain.s and gale-force winds rau.se*d 
fire and damage in several areas of central 
Missouri late Monday night and early 
Tuesday morning 
The Masonic Temple building, on the

He makes the best argu ­

The facts are n ot greatly in dispu te. 
Between 19 51 an d 19 ^. the n u mber of 
cases on the Su preme Cou rt's docket n early 
tripled, from 1.353 to 4.515 Du rin g the 19 72 
term, which en ded last Ju n e, the cou rt had 
to pass some kin d of ju dgmen t on 4.6 19 
cases. There is little reason to dou bt Chief 
Ju stice Bu rger's estimate that by 19 8 0. 
some 7,IM)0 petition s a y ear will be pressin g 
for rev iew 


The qu estion is what, if an y thin g, shou ld 
be don e abou t the growin g bu rden The 
Stu dy Grou p, headed by Professor I’au l 
L'reu n d 
of 
Harv ard, 
ex amin ed 
an d 
discarded a n u mber of altern ativ es, an d 
fin ally came u p with its recommen dation 
for a n ew cou rt of sev en ju dges, drawn by 
rotation from the ex istin g federal cou rts of 
appeal Un der the plan , this cou rt wou ld 
receiv e all petition s addressed to the 
Su preme Cou rt, rev iew them, an d then 
certify perhaps 4(K) to 500 petition s a y ear 
for the high cou rt's con sideration From 
these, the cou rt wou ld choose perhaps 175 
to 200 for oral argu men t or other top-lev el 
disposition . 


As Bickel wry ly n otes, the proposal "has 
drawn n u merou s critics, some of them 
importan t, some in temperate, some both, 
an d some n either. " The most n otable 
critic. Ju stice William 0 . Dou glas, has said 
flatly that n othin g n eeds to be don e; the 
cou rt, 
in 
his 
acerbic 
v iew, 
is 
n ot 
ov erworked bu t u n derworked . Other critics 
hav e 
min imized 
the 
time 
an d 
effort 
requ ired for each of the n in e ju stices to 
pass on each of the petition s reachin g the 
cou rt. Still other critics hav e ex pressed the 
v iew, which I happen to share, that 
somethin g of v alu e wou ld be lost if the 
hu mblest 
litigan t 
were 
den ied 
an 
opportu n ity to pu t his petition , howev er 
fleetin gly . in the actu al han ds of the highest 
ju dges in the lan d 


Bickel prov ides a thou ghtfu l rebu ttal. If 
n othin g is don e, he su bmits, ev en tu ally the 
pressu res of time an d v olu me will produ ce 
a situ ation in which the great bu lk of 
petition s presen ted to the cou rt can receiv e 
on ly the most cu rsory an d su perficial 
glan ce. "If n othin g is don e, or if staff is 
resorted to. the v au n ted right of access to 
the Su preme Cou rt will be an illu sion . " In 
su ch an ev en t, respect for the cou rt is 
bou n d to declin e. 


The Freu n d Stu dy Grou p ju stified its 
proposal, in part, on the argu men t that the 
n in e ju stices n eed more time simply to 
reflect, to read, an d to prepare top-qu ality 
opin ion s. Bickel shares that v iew. He is n ot 
impressed with Ju stice Dou glas s whiz- 
ban g con ception of the cou rt's capacity

NKW YO RK (AP) - Whether 
they like it or not. economists 
are always looking at cycles of 
ups and downs because, as al­ 
most nobody fails to understand 
tixiay. that’s the way the econo­ 
my bounces 
In fact, the greatest single ef­ 
fort ot economists since the 
days ot the depression of the 
1930s has been to flatten out 
these cycles and thereby lessen 
the damage of inflation and 
unemployment 
In the early 1960s there was 
considerable confidence in their 
ability to do so. to "fine tune ” 
the economy, as they put it. 
and for a few years it seemed 
to succeed But then the con­ 
volutions recurred 
Wise economists todaj/ feel 
tar less able to tell monetary 
and fiscal authorities how to 
run a smooth economy. They 
mightn’t like to admit it. but a 
giXKl many believe the world’s 
economies will always be a 
merry-go-round 
That is. when one nation’s 
economy 
is 
high 
another’s 
might be low. the result of dif­ 
ferent economic policies, tem­ 
p e r a r V 
trade 
advantages, 
changes in the demand tor 
goods, the availability ot labor, 
and so on 
Hut now. oddly enough, all 
the horses seem to be descend­ 
ing together, just as they as­ 
cended in unison and remained 
high over the past few years. 
They went up together and now 
they seem to be tailing togeth­ 
er 
Students of eyeles claim they 
haven’t .seen such a pattern 
since the late 1920s 
The tact is that almost all the 
world s great industrial nations 
are suffering from serious in­ 
flation—in some instances far 
worse 
than

States. Most are seeking to

Most 
have falling stock markets. 
This was so even before the 
Mideast 
oil 
cutback 
caused 
e c o n o m i s t s everywhere to 
sharpen the economic declines 
they already had forecast. They 
expected an easy descent and a 
bounce; now they’re not sure 
Talk of a worldwide recession 
is more common in informal 
discussions than in the more

corrected its trade imbalance 
This is. it has arrested the con­ 
dition in which dollars were 
flowing out because imports ex­

Now that the United States fi­ 
nally is selling more abroad 
than it imports, the economists 
note, the strength of the dollar 
is improving 
But then they 
make a second observation: 
If America’s trading partners 
fall into a recession, how will 
they be able to buy .American 
goods? If foreign economies are 
down, if workers are without 
jobs, where will the buying 
power come from?
